| Sec. 3. There shall bea City council, to consist of a mayor, 
pour aldermen, and nine counsellors; whe shall have the qualifica- 
tions of electors of said City, and shall be chosen by the qualified 
lroters thereof, and shall hold their offices for two years, and until 
their successors shall be elected and qualified.

nance, not repugnant to the Constitution of the United States, or 
of this State. 

Sec 8 The City council shall have power to appoint a re- 
corde1, treasurer, assessor and collector, marshall, and supervisor 
ofstreets They shall also have the power to appoint all such 
other officers by ordinance, as may be necessary; define the duties 
of all City officers, and remove them from office at pleasure.

‘They shall have 
power to fill all vacancies that may happen by death, resignatior , 
or removal, in any of the offices herein made elective; to fix and 
establish all the fees of the officers of said corporation, not herein 
established; to impose such fines not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars for each offence, as they may deem just, for refusing to ac- 
cept of any office in or under the corporation, or for misconduct 
therein; to divide the City 1nto wards, and specify the boundaries 
thereof, and create additional wards; to add to the number of al- 
dermen and counsellors, and apportion them among the several 
wards, as may be just, and most conducive to the interest of the 
City. 

Sec. 1l. To establish, support, and regulate common schools; 
to borrow money on the credit of the City, —provided that no sum 
or sums of money be bórrowed on a greater interest than six per 
cent per annum,—nor shall the interest on the aggregate of all the 
sums borrowed, and outstanding, ever exceed one half of the City 
revenue, arising from taxes assessed on real estate within this 
corporation. 

Sec. 12. To make regulations to prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases into the City, to make quarantine laws for 
that purpose, and enforce the same. 

Sec. 13. To appropriate and provide for the payment of the 
expenses and debts of the City. 

Sec. 14. To establish Hospitals, and make regulations for the 
government of the same; to make regulations to secure the gener- 
al health of the inhabitants; to declare what shall be nuisances,

Sec. 15. To provide the City with water; to dig wells, lay 
pump logs, aud pipes, and erect pumps in the streets, for the ex- 
tinguishment of fires, and convenience of the inhabitants. 

Sec. 16. To open, alter, widen, extend, establish, grade, pave, 
or otherwise improve, and keep 1n repair, streets, avenues, lanes 
and alleys; and to establish, erect and keep in repair aqueducts 
and bridges. 

Sec. 17. To provide for the lighting of the streets, and erec- 
ung lamp-posts; and establish, support and regulate night watch- 
es, ‘to erect mai ket houses, establish markets and market places, 
and provide for the government and regulations thereof. . 

Sec. 18. To provide for erecting all needful buildings for the 
use of the City; and for enclosing, improving, and regulating all 
publie grounds, belonging to the City. 

See. 19. To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, merchants, 
and retailers, grocers and taverns, ordinanes, hawkers, peddlers, 
brokers, pawn-brokers, and money-changers. 

Sec. 20. To license, tax and regulate hacking, carriages, wag- 
ons, carts and drays; and fix the rates to be charged for the car- 
nage of persons, ana for wagonage, cartage and drayage of prop- 
erty; as also to license and regulate porters, and fix the rates of 
porterage. 

Sec. 21. To license, tax and regulate theatricals, and other 
exhibitions, shows and amusements. 

Sec. 22 To tax, restrain, prohibit, and suppress "tippling 
houses, dram shops, gaming houses, bawdy, and other disorderly 
houses. 

Sec. 23. To provide for the prevention and extinguishment, 
of fires; to regulate the fixing of chimneys, and the flues thereof, 
and stove pipes, and to organize and establish fire companies. 

Sec. 24. To regulate the storage of gunpowder, tar, pitch, 
rosin, and other combustible materials. 

Sec. 25. 'To regulate and order parapet walls, and other

other cases not provided for by law. 

To provide for the inspection and measureing of 
lumber, and other building materials; and for the measurement of 
all kinds of mechanical work. 

- Sec. 28. To provide for the inspection and weighing of hay, 
lime, and stone coal; and measureing of charcoal, firewood, and. 
other fuel, to be sold or used within the City. 

Sec, 29. To provide for and regulate the inspection of tobac- 
co, and of beef, pork, flour, meal; also beer, and whiskey, brandy, 
and all other spirituous or fermented liquors. 

Sec. 30. To regulate the weight, quality, and price of bread, 
sold and used in the City, : 

Sec: 81. To provide for taking the enumeration of the inhab- 
itants of the City. : 

Sec. 32. To fix the compensation of all City officers; and reg- 
ulate the fees of jurors, witnesses, and others, forservices render- 
ed, under this, or any City ordinance. 

Sec. 33. . The City council shall have exclusive power within 
the-City by ordinance, to license, regulate, suppress, or restrain bil- 
liard tables, and from one to twenty pin alleys; and every other de- 
scription of gaming or gambling. 

Sec. 34. The City council shall have exclusive power within 
he City by ordinance, to license, regulate, or restram, the keep- 
ing of ferries, and toll bridges; to regulate the police of the City; 
o impose fines, forfeitures, and penalties, for the breach of any or- 
inance; and provide for the recovery of such fines and forfeitures; 
d the enforcement of such penalties, and to pass such ordinan- 
es as may be necessary and proper for earrying into effect and ex- 
cution, the powers specified in this ordmance, provided such or- 


nances are not repugnant to the Constitution of the ‘United 
tates, or of this State. 
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Sec. 35. All ordinances passed by the City council, shall, 
within one month after they shall have been passed, be published 
in some newspaper, printed 1n said City, or certified copies there- 
of, be posted up in eight of the most public places in the City. 

Sec. 36. All ordinances of the City may be proven by the 
seal of the corporation; and when printed or publíshed in book or 
pamphlet form, purporting to be printed or published by the au- 
thority of the corporation; the same shall be received 1n evidence 
in all courts, or places without further proof. 

Sec. 37. The mayor and aldermen, shall be conservators of the 
peace within the hmits of the City; and shall have all the powers 
of justices of the peace therein, both im civil and criminal cases, ari- 
sing under the laws of the State. They shall, as justices of the 
peace, within the limits of said City, perform the same duties, be 
gaverned by the same laws, give the same bonds and securities, 
as other justices of the peace, and be commissioned as justices o 
the peace, in and for said City, by the Governor. 

Sec. 38. The mayor shall have exclusive jurisdiction in 
cases, arising under the ordinances of the corporation, and shall is 
sue such process as may be necessary to carry said ordinances in 
to execution and effect. Appeals may be had from any decisio 
or judgment of said mayor or aldermen, arising under the ordinan 
ces of said City, to the municipal court under such regulations, 
may be presented by ordinance; which court shall be composed 
the mayor, as chief justice, and the aldermen, as associate justice 
and from the final judgment of the municipal court, to the count 
court of Great Salt Lake county, in the same manner ‘as appea 
are taken from justices of the peace; provided the parties litiga 
shall have anght to atrial by.a jury of twelve men, in all cas 
before the municipal court. The municipal court shall ha 
‘power to grant writs of Habeas Corpus, and try the same, in 
cases arising under the ordinances of che City council.

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" AN ORDINANCE, in relation to the Militia of the State of Des- 


eret. Passed Jan. 17, 1851. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General Assembly of the State 
of Deseret, that this State be divided into military districts, as 
follows; to wit:—The counties of Box-elder, Weber, Davis, Too- 
ele, Utah, San’ Bete, and Iron, and all other counties that shall 
hereafter be organized into counties, shall each be a regimental 
district, and shall each be divided into company districts by the 
commandants of regiments: or in case there is no regiment, the 
commandants of battalions; and in case there is no battalion, them 
by the commandants of companies, ii their respective districts, 
into company districts; and where there is no company, then the 
major general shall issue orders to some citizen, to organize said 
district. 

Sec. 2. Great Salt Lake County shall be divided into twe 
military districts: the first including all north from a line running 
east and west to the limits of said. county; from the south line of 
Great Salt Lake City. and all south of said line, in said county, 
shall be the second district;—and it shall be the duty of the colo- 
nels of the first tegimeut of the first and second cohorts, to pro- 
ceed immediately and divide into company districts, the aforesaid 
first and second districts of Great Salt Lake County. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the officers respectively, hereby 
required to district into campany districts, the aforesaid regimene 
tal districts, to proceed immediately to perform the same, and 
make report thereof to the adjntant general's office, in G. S. L. 
City, assoonas practicable, being prio to the first day of June 
next. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the commandants of comps 
nies, of battalions, and of regiments, in their respective districts, 
to enroll, and cause to be enrolled, in their respective companies or 
commands, the names of all and every person within the bounds, 
er who shall afterwards have come iuto the bounds of their re 
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' spective districts to reside, being liable to perform military duty: 

Sec. 5: Tu all such districts, all persons subject to military du- 
ty, shall be enrolled in the company of said district; provided, that 
said person or persons do not belong to, and do perform military 
duty in some other company, and produce a certificate of his en- 
ollment from the captain of said company, that he or they may 
have jomed by voluntary enrollment, aud in case so many shall 
have joined by voluntary enrollment, some other company as afore- 
said, so zs not to leave a suficient number in the said company 
district; then and in that case, two or more of said districts may be 
attached for the purpose of making up said company, until such 
nme as said districts shall be able to furnish a sufficient number 
1o constitute a company therein. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the commandants of compa- 
nies to make out and deliver into the hands of the colonels of 
their respective regiments, a full, complete, and ample report of 
the number of men, number of arms, desciiption thereof, amount 
ofammunition, and condition thereof, within five days after ev- 
ery company muster, together with alist of all who may have 
heen delinquent at such muster. They shall also, in hke man- 
ner, make due return of their respective companies, at all musters 
as herein provided. 

Sec. 7 Itshall be the duty of the commandants of companies, 
and ofregiménts, and of cohorts, and the commandants of the Le- 
gion in their respective commands, to carry into effect the militia 
laws of the State, and see that all delinquents, or delinquent offi- 
cers, and officers having the collection of fines or forfeitures, do 
perform their duties respectively; and if any officer, whose duty it 
isto collect fines aud forfeitures, shall neglect or fail in the dis- 
charge of his duty, he shall be liable before a court martial, for 
neglect of duty; and may be liable for all sums lost m conse~ 
quence of his failure or neglect, and to be cashiered at the discre- 
tion of the court, . 
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Sec. 8. The quartermaster and commissary of the Legion, 
shall make out reports of all sums by them received and expended; 
as well as the amount contracted, as soon as practicable after each 
campaign or expedition; and return the same to the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office; as also a full and ample report of all the expenditures 
of that nature, on or before the first day of November in each year. ~

AN ORDINANCE, to incorporate Ogden City. Passed, F'ebru- 

ary 6, 1851. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General Assembly of the State 
of Deseret, that all that distet of Weber county embraced in the 
following boundaries, to wit: 

Beginning at the base of the mountain due east of the present . 
mill dam on Weber river, and runming due west to the south end 
of said mill dam; thence continuing the same a due west course to a 
point due south of the confluence of the Weber and Ogden riv- 
ers; thence die north to the confluence of the said rivers to a 
point due west of the mouth of Ogden-hole Kanyon;. thence east 
to the-mouth of Ogden-hole Kanyon; thence in a southerly direc-_ 
tion, alotig the base of the mountain to the place of beginuing;. 
shall be known and designated under the name and style of Og- 
den City; providing the said City council shall have the jurisdic- 
tion over, and control of the water and timber adjacent upon said 
streams, from the mouth of the Ogden and Weber river Kanyons 
to the western boundary of said City.- 

-Séc. 2, The inhabitants:of said City by the name and style 
aforesaid, shall have power to sue and be sued, to plead and be ım- 
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pleaded, defend and be defended, in all courts of law and equity, 
end.in all actions whatsoever, to purchase, receive, and hold prop- 
erty, real and personal, in said City; to purchase, réceive. aud hold 
real property beyond the City for burying grounds or public pur- 
poses, for the use of the inhabitants of said City; to sell, lease, eon- 
vey, or dispose of property, real and personal, for the beneht of 
sad City; to improve and protect such pioperty; aud do all other 
things in relation thereto as natural persons. 

Sec. 3. "There shall be a City council, to consist of a mayor, 
four aldermen, and nine counsellois; who shall have the qualifica- 
tions of electors of sud City, and shall be chosen by the qualified 
voters thereof, and shell hold their offices for two years. and uutil 
their successors shall be elected and qualified. The City council 
shall judge of the qualifications, elections, and ieturus ob thew 
own members, and a majority of them'shall form a quorum to do 
business; but a smaller number may adjourn from dày to day, aud 
compel the attendance of absent members under such penalties as 
may be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 4. The mayor, aldermen. and counsellors, before enter- 
ing upon the duties of their. offices, shall take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation, that they will, support the Constitution of the 
United States. and of this State: and that they will well and truly 
perform the duties of their offices, to the best of their skill and 
abilities. 

Sec. 5. On the first Monday of April next, and every two 
years thereafter, on said day, an election shall be held for the elec- 
tion of one mayor, four aldermen, and ume counsellors; and at the 
first election under this ordinance, three judges shall be chosen, 
viva voce, by the electors present. The said judges shall choose 
two clerks; and the judges and clerks, before entering upon their 
duties, shall take and snbseribe an oath. ór affirmation, such as is 
now required by law to be taken by judges and clerks of other 
elections; and at all subsequent elections. The necessary num- 
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ber of judges and clerks shall be appointed by the City couneik 
At the fast election so held, the polls shall be opened at nine 
o'clock a. m , and closed at six o'clock p. m.’ At the close of the 
polls, the votes shall be counted, and a statement thereof pro- 
claimed at the front door of the house, at which said election shall 
be held, aud the cleiks shall leave with each person elected, or at 
his usual place of residence, within five days alter the election, 
a written uctice of his election; and each person so notified, shall 
within ten days after the election, take the oath or affiimation 
herein befoie mentioned A certificate of which cath shall be . 
deposited with the iecorder, whose appointment is herem after 
provided for; aud be by him preserved. And all subsequent elec- 
tions shall be held, conducted, and returns thereof made, as may 
be provided fo: by ordmance of the City council. 

Sec. 6. All tiee white male inhabitants, who are of the age of 
twenty-one years, who are entitled to vote for State officers, and 
who shall have heen actual residents of said City. sixty days next 
preceding said election, shall be entitled to vote foi City officers. 

Sec. 7. 'Yhe City council shall have authonty to levy and 
collect taxes for City purposes, upon all taxable property, real and 
personal, within the limits of the City, not exceeding one half per 
cent yer annum, upon the assessed value thereof; and may enforce 
the payment of the same. 1) any manner to be provided by ordi- 
nance, not repugnant to the Constitution of the United States, or 
of this State * 

Sec, 8. "The City council shall bave power to appoint a re- 
corder, treasnrer, assessor aud collector, marshall, and supervisor 
ofstreets. "l'hey shall also have the power to appoint all. such 
other officers by ordinance. as may be necessary; define the duties 
ofall City officers, and remove them from office at pleasure. 

Sec. 9. The City council shall have power to require of all of- 
ficers, appointed -in pursuance of this ordinance, bonds-with pen- 
alty and security, for the faithful performance of their respectivé™ 
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duties, such as may be deemed expedient; and also to require all 
officers appointed as aforesaid, to take an oath for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec. 10. The City council shall have powerand authority to 
make, ordain, establish, and execute all such’ ordinances, not re- 
pugnant to the Constitution of the Umted States, or of this State, 
as they may deem necessary for the peace, benefit, good order, 
regulation, convenience; and cleanlmess of said City,—for the 
protection of property therein, from destruction by fire or other- 
wise; and for the health and happiness thereof. They shall have 
power to fill all vacancies that may happen by death, resignation, 
or removal, in any of the offices herein made elective; to fix and 
establish all the'fees of the officeis of said corporation, not herein 
established; to impose such fines not exceeding one hundred doi- 
lars for each offence, as they may deem just, for refusing to ac- 
cept of any office in or under the corporation, or for misconduct 
therein; to divide the City into wards, and specify the boundaries 
thereof, and create additional wards; to add to the number of al- 
dermen and counsellors, and apportion them among the several 
wards, as may be just, and most conducive to the interest of the 
City. 

Sec. 11. To establish, support, and regulate common schools; 
to borrow money on the credit of the City,—provided that no sum 
or sums of money be borrowed on a greater interest.than six per 
cent per annum,—nor shall the interest on the aggregate of all the 
sums borrowed, and outstanding, ever exceed one half of the City 
revenue, arising from taxes assessed on real estate within this 
corporation. 

. Sec. 12.. To make regulations to prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases into the City, to make quarantine’ laws for 
that purpose, and enforce the same. 

Sec. 19. To. appropriate and provide for. the payment of the 
expenses and debts-of the City. 
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Sec. .14. To establish hospitals, and make regulations forthe 
government of the same; to make regulations to secure the gener- 
al health of the inhabitants; to declare what shall be nuisances, 
and to prevent and remove the same. ... 

Sec. 15. To provide the City with water; to dig wells, lay 
pump logs and pipes, and erect pumps in the streets, for the ex- 
tinguishment of fires, and the convenience of the inhabitants. 

Sec. 16. To open, alter, widen, extend, establish, grade, pave, 
or otherwise improve and keep in repair, streets, avenues, lanes, 
and alleys; and to establish, erect, and keep in repair, acqueducts 
and bridges. 

Sec 17. To provide for the lighting of the streets, and erect- 
ing lam p-posts; and to establish, support, and 1egulate night watch- 
es; to erect market houses, establish markets and market places; 
and provide for the government and regulation thereof. 

Sec. 18. To provide for the erection of all needful buildings, 
for the use of the city; and for enclosing, improving, and regula- 
ting all publie grounds belonging to the city. ! 

Sec 19. To hcense, tax, and regulate auctioneers, merchants, 
retailers, grocers, taverns, ordinaries, hawkers, peddlers, brokers, 
pawn-brokers, and money-changeis. 

Sec. 20. To license, tax, and regulate hacking carriages, wag- 
ons, carts, and drays; and fix the rates to be charged for the car- 
riage of persons; and for wagoners, caiters, and drayers of proper-. 
ty; asalso to license and regulate porters, .and. fix the rates of . 
porterage. ` 

Sec. 91. To license, tax, and regulate theatricals, and other 
exhibitions, shows, and amusements. 

Sec. 22. To tax, restrain, prohibit, and suppress tippling hous- 
es, dram shops, gaming houses, bawdy, and other disorderly 
houses. ` . 

Sec. 93. To provide for the prevention and extinguishment 
of fires; to regulate the fixing of chimneys and the flues thereof, 
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and stove pipes; and to organize and establish fire companies. 

Sec. 24. To regulate the storage of gun powder, tar, pitch, 
rosin, aud other ccmbustible materials. 

Sec. 25. To regulate and order parapet walls, and other pare 
tition feuces. : . 

Sec. 26. To establish standard weights and measures, and 
regulate the weights and measures to be used in the city, in all 
cases not povided foi by law. 

Sec. 97. "To provide for the inspecting and measuring of lum- 
ber, and other building materials, and for the measurement of all 
kinds of mechanical work. 

Sec. 28. To provide for the inspection and weighing of hay, 
lime. and stone coal; attd the measuring of charcoal, fire-wóod, and 
other fuel to he seld or used within the eity. ` 

Sec. 20. To picvide for. and regulate the inspection of tobac- 
co, beef, pork, flour, meal; also beer, whisky, and brandy; and all 
other spirituous or fermented liquors. 

See. 30. To regulate the weight, quality, and price of bread 
sold and used in the city. 

Sec. 31. To provide for taking the enumeration of the inhab- 
itants of the city. 

Sec. 82. To fix the compensation of all city officers, and 
regulate the fees of jurors, witnesses, and others for seivices ren- 
dered under this or any city ardinauce. 

Sec. 33. The city council shall havé exclusive power within 
the city, by ordinance. to license, regulate, suppress, or restrain 
biliiard tables, and from one to twenty pin alleys; aud every other 
description of gaming or gambling. 

Sec. 34. The mty council shall have exclusive power within 
the city, by ordinance, to license, regulate, or restrain the keeping 
of ferries and toll bridges; to regulate the police of the city; to Ime 
pose fines, forfeitures, and penalties, for the breach of any ordi- 
nauce; and provide for the recovery of such fines and forfeitures, 
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and the enforcement of such penalties; and to pass such ordman- 
ces, as may be necessary and proper for earrying into effect and 
execution the powers specified in this ordinance; provided, such 
ordinances are not repugnant to the Constitution of the United 
States, or of this State. 

Sec. 25. All ordinances passed by the City council, shall, 
within one month after they shall have been passed, be published 
in some newspaper, printed in said City, or certified copies there- 
of, be posted up in eight of the most public places in the City. - 

Sec. 36. All ordinances of the City may be proven by the 
seal of the corporation; and when printed or published 1n book or 
pamphlet form, purporting to be printed or published by the au- 
thority of the corporation; the same shail be received in evidence 
in all courts, or places without further proof. 

Sec. 37. T'he mayor and aldermen, shall be conservators of the 
peace within the limits of the City; and shall have all the powers 
of justices of the peace therein, both in civil and criminal cases, ari- 
sing under the laws of the State. They shall, as justices of the 
peace, within the limits of said City, perform the same duties, be 
governed by the same laws, give the same bonds and securities, 
as other justices of the peace, and be commissioned as justices of 
the peace, in and for said City. by the Governor. 

Sec. 38, The mayor shall have exclusive jurisdiction in all 
cases, arising under the ordinances of the corporation, and shall is- 
sue such process as may be necessary to carry said ordinances m- 
to execution and effect. Appeals may be had from any decision 
ot judgment of said mayor or aldermen, arising under the oidausan- 
ces of said City, to the municipal court under-such regulations, as 
may be presented by ordinance; which court shall be composed of 
the mayor, as chief justice, and the-aldermen, as associate jus:ices; 
and from the final judgment of the municipal court, to the county 
court of Weber county, in the same manner as appeals 
afe taken from justices of the peace; provided the parties htigant 
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shall have a right to a trial by a jury of twelve men, in all cases 
before the municipal court. The municipal court shall have 
power to grant writs of Habeas Corpus, and try the same, in all 
eases arising under the ordinances of the City council. . 

Sec. 39. The municipal cout shall sit on the fist Monday of 
every month, and the City couucil. at such times and places as 
may be prescribed by City ordinance, special meetings of which 
may atany tim» be called by the mayor orany two aldermen. 

Sec. iU All process issued by the mayor, aldermen, or mn- 
nicipal ecurt, shall be directed to the marshall, and in the execu- 
tion thereof, he shall be governed by the same laws, as are or may 
be presciibed for the direction and cempensation of constables in 
similar cases. The marshall shall also peiform such other duties 
as may beiequned of him under the ordinances of said City; and 
shall be the principal ministerial officer. 

Sec. 41. It shall be the duty of the recorder, to make and 
keep acemate records of all oidinauces, made by the City council, 
and ofall their proceedings in then corporate capacity; which re- 
cord shall, at all times, be open to the inspection of the electors of 
said e:ty, aud shall perform all other duties, as may be requned of 
him by the ordmances of the City council, and shall serve as 
clerk of the mumeipal court. 

Sec. 42. When it shall be necessary to take private property 

` for opening, widening, o1 altering any publie street, lane, avenue, 


oralley; the corporation shall make a just compensation therefor,. 


to the person whose property is so taken; and if the amount of 
such compensation cannot be agreed upon, the mayor shall cause 
the same to be ascertained by a jury of six disititerested men, who 
shall be inhabitants of the City. 

Sec. 43. All jurors empannelled to enquire into the amount of 
benefits or damages, that shall happen to the owners of property 
so proposed to be taken, shall first be sworn to that effect, and 
shall return to the mayor their inquest in‘writing, signed by each 
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juror. 

Sec. 44. Incase the mayor shall, at any time, be guilty of a 
palpable omission of duty, or shall wilfully and corruptly be guilty 
of oppression, mal-conduct, or partiality, in the discharge of the 
duties of his office, he shall be hable to indictment in the county 
court of Weber county; and on conviction, he shall be Hi- 
ble to a fine and impiisonment; and the court shall have power on 
the recommend ofthe jury, to add to the judgment of the court, 
that he Le removed from office. 

Sec. 45. The city council shall have power to provide for the pun- 
ishment of offendeis and vagrants by imprisonment in the county 
or city jail, or by compelling them tolabor on the stieets, or other 
publie works, until the same shall be fully paid, in all cases when 
such offendeis or vagrants shall fail or refuse to pay the fines and 
forfeituies which may be awarded against them. 

Sec. 46. The inhabitants of Ogden City shall, from and after
